Washinoton, July 1.— Tim treasury 
deficit for the fiscal year just cluswl 
will be found by today's debt state- 
ment to bQ approximately ^3,250,000. 
Thia.addid to last year's deficit of near- 
ly $70,000,000 make* the ezoaMof ex- 
penditmret over receipts siaoe June 80, 
1898, about §113,2.10,000. 

The total receipts of the government 
thiB fiscal year, exclusivo of postal rev- 
enues, amount to nearly iiS.H18,000,000 
and the expenditures |35«,250,000, of 
wliich jiensions took |]41,891,(53(J: Last

jMi.>tal revenues were !*'2!t7,72<;,010 and 
t iie i'X[)en(litures $;it!7, "j^.j..! T!*. The re- 
ceipt-- tliis yeiir tlierefore were #15,278,- 
()(K) greater tlian last, and tlie expeiuli- 
ture.s about !tll,a7o,UUU less. The postal 
revenue deticit is about $ll,OuO,000 
which is cousKlerably in excess of that 
1)1 any recent year. 

Tlie internal revenue department of 
government has contributed this year 
to the receipts nearly <;] t.!,()0(),(JOO as 
against a little mure than >JI47,UO0,00O 
last year. Tlio customs this year makes 
a better showing than last by about 
m21,0(K),000. Last year the receipts from 
this .'source amounted to nearly $132,- 
000,000, and this year they approximate 
$lfi8,000,000. Of this amount logar 
ooutrlbuted about $1 7.350,000. 

'today's debt statement will show an 
available cash balance of about $195,- 
000,000, of which about $107,500,000 is 
gold reserve. This reserve will include 
payment ip full for the last bond issue, 
but the statement will show a counter 
debt charge of only $31, 157, 700 in bonds, 
or OQfbAUl ot the whole amount issued. 

Li to^^Iaaation of this seeming error, 
it IS said that the formal transfer of the 
London half of the bonds has not yet 
been made. The expenditores for July 
will be exceptionally beaTj, pensions 
and interest alone are expected to 
amount to $80,000,000. 

During the fiscal year the number of 
national banks in existence has de- 
creased from t(,775 to 8,722. JTorcy-one 
national banks have been organized 
during the year, 70 have Rone into 
votantary liquidation, and 86 hsv« been 
placed in the hands of a receiver. The 
national bank circulation has increased 
$4,837,791 from ii«207,853,244 on July 1, 
mi, to4211.tt9i,o35 July 1, 1U95. From 
July IS, 18M, to May 7, 1U95, the 
neiireit datei to, the year obtkiuable, 
the loons and discounts of national 
banks have increased from $1,933,589.- 
362 to $1,976,604,445, or about $43,000,- 
000. During the same time individual 
deposits have increased from $1,677,- 
bUl,20U to $1,609,961,299. or about $18,- 
000,000. The lawful nioney reserve 
held by banks shows a heavy increase 
from $864,105,757 to $488,931,970, or 
nearly ii75,(XJO,()00.

Tnere are 3,422 p. r>o!i> employed in 
the lighthouse service a.-? keejiers, etc.

Ten 
new toj^ signal statiojis and 17 new 
lights were established dunn;,' the year. 
Tne lower Cedar Point liglit station was 
destroyed bv tire, and the smith's Point 
light was earned away by ice. During 
the yeai' pextect telephonic connection 
between i^otland light ship and the 
shore has been established. This is one 
of the greatest achievements in elec- 
trical research and seems to demon- 
strate that telephonic communication 
with simple appliances can be had w^itii 
the shore by a vessel many miles at 
sea \rithoni any direct connection near- 
er than several hundred feet from the 
vessel. 

The year has been of unusual interest 
and importilpt to the United States rev> 
enne cutter service. It has perfonned 
special services of a conspicuous nature. 
Among these are noted the search for the 
.^vanhoe aupposed to have foundered on 
tne 27th o. September lost off Cape 
Flattery on the Pacific, in which three 
of the vessels, vis: Grant, liush and 
yorwin joined. In 'ir« winter omisiux 
operations, during the untuimlly severe 
weather of the last season, it rendered 
services to distressed shipping of more 
than ordinary value and importance. 
The Dallas alone assisted during the 
month of February 20 vessels imperiled 
by ico, and daring the mouth of March 
the Crawford rendered a like sarvio* to 
15 during the former mouth. 

The Morrill and McLaue have 
been vigilant along the coast of Florida 
in repressing smuggling and preveutimr 
violation of our neutrality obligations 
by sympathizers of the Cuban revolt. 

Six vessels have been manned and 
fully equipped and dispatched to the 
Bering »ea to protect the seal herds and 
the goveriini«'nt interests in Alaska and 
the seal islands. 

The new steamer Wisdom, under 
course of construction at the beginning 
of the year, has been so far advanced as 
to be practically completed. Two 
steam launches are being built for duty 
Pug^ sound and one for the lower 



Savannah river. Contracts nave been 
awarded for the construction of two 
new steamers of upwards of 800 tons 
each which, when completed, will be 
the finest vessels in the service. 

Mudi new legislation has been se- 
cured tor the betterment of the service. 
One new vessel- of the first class, to 
oost $300,000, and one harbor boat for 
$50,000, have been anthoriied for dutjr 
on the Pafciflo ooast. ' 

A law has been secured, placing on 
"permanent waiting ordeni' all omoers 
of the service w)»oare peroMpently in- 
capacited to perform eAdently the 
duties of their offices." lu carrying 
into effeofc the provisions of this law, it 
is claimed tfaAt the service has been 
j^atly benefitted by the removal from 
the active list of a large number of 
sflloers, who, through no fault of theirs, 
ire no longer capable of performing 
duiy, and promoting younger men to 
the vacimcy thus created. Measures- 
have also been instituted and are inf 
course of execution looking to new ap- 
pointmrtnts to again fill the complement 
of offiofirs on the active list. y

Jacksonville, Fla., July 1.— A spe- 
cial to Tne Citiiev' firom Key West an- 
nounces the arrival of the British 
schooner Attic, Captain Arteage, 4-1 
tons, from Nashua. The hoaitli and 
custom authorities on boarding her 
found the vessel without a manifest, 
crew list, pa<isenger list or consular bill 
of health. She had only clearance 
papers. The captain says be was char- 
tered to convey five Cubans who were 
aboard to Tainp.t, but put i.ito Key 
West on acctount of shortage of pro- 
visions. T)ie vessel was detained at the 
quarantine and is being watched by the 
revenue cutter MoLaae. 

On being »iiown this Key Wast cable 
a Cuban aut lority here said that one of 
the five passengers of the Attic may 
be Jose Morti, notwithstanding all the 
news of his death. This man si^s that 
none uf tne leading Cubans really be- 
lieve that Marti is dead and that they 
expect his return at any time now. 

Nothing c imes from Key West to es- 
tablish the identity of the five passen- 
gers.

Tacoma, July 1.— The Norwegian 
steamer Oscar II, which arrived yester- 
day 18 days from 'Vladivostock, Siberia, 
brings news that the indications ore 
gootl for another Oriental war. Un- 
known to the out.side world, < 'aptain 
Sanderson of the steamer says tli*. Rus- 
sia has massed 80,000 men at Voldi- 
vostock and it is believed in Siberia that 
preparations are being made for an ad- 
vance on Japan. Captain Sanderson 
says: 

"Russia has Ijeen secretly, but active- 
ly, at work, and in the event of trouble 
witli .lapau is preparing to hurl a for- 
midable naval and land force into the 
coveted territory which Japan has se- 
cured from China. These troops have 
been massed at Vladivostock, where the 
scene is decidedly warlike. The harbor 
at Vladivo.stock is planted full of tor- 
pedoes, and no vessels are allowed to 
pass in or out without Russian naval 
ofhcers on board, as well as experienced 
Rus.>ian pilots, who know where the 
torpedoes are planted. My vessel was 
escorted iu tiiis manner both coming 
ana going out of the harbor. Inside 
the liarbor the entire Pacific fleet of 
Russian warships are massed ready to 
steam down the coast at a moment's 
notice. Un shore sO.OOo troops have 
been concentrated, and the evidence s 
clear that Russia is fully prepared for 
trouble in case the Japanese give an oc- 
casion for it. 

"The massing of these ships and 
troops at Vladivostock has been secretly 
done by Russia, unusual precautions 
having been taken to prevent the spread 
of any intelligence rearding the actual 
force she has quartered there. Russia's 
designs, of course, can not be told and 
are purely conjectural, but it is clear 
that if she builds a railway Una south 
from Vladivostock to tha TaUow sea 
her intentions is to obtain an open port 
and hold it all hazards. 

"The whole country looks like war, 
and the situation is considerably 
changed, but the peace element is hop- 
ing that that tension may ba ralievad 
and matters settled without a resort to

son before he left that the government 
would be pleased if he did hot take 
pains to. spread his knowledge of the 
operations at Vladivostock, tnit he did 
not hesitate much yesterday evening 
when asked co tell what he knew as he 
thinks the world is entitled to know the 
facts. 

The Oscar II carried to Vladivosteck 
a cargo of cement used iu constructing 
the Trans-Siberian railroad. Captain 
Sanderson says the construction of thi- 
road is b"'tig rapidly pushed, the czar 
of Russia iiaviug given orders to hnisih 
it as quickly as i)o.-.sible. .\s soon as 
thislu: linished, he says the Rus- 
sian ^civernineut intends extending it 
from Vladivostock south through Man- 
churia and Corea to an open port on the 
Yellow sea.

The prisoners dashed over 
his body and away to freed'-i. scatter- 
ing the people on the cruwueu streets 
and keeping at bay their porsaen vrith 
a rapid discharge of reTolvers, which 
in some manner they had obtained. 

Vic Casey Jumped into a passing ve- 
hicle contaiuing.aouui and a woman and 
ttt the point of a pistol compelled them 
to jump out. Almost before they had 
time to obey his command. Chief of 
Police Jones opened fire on the eciuup- 
ing prisoners, who promptly returned 
the nre. A pei-fect fosilade then took 
{dace between Cliristian and Casey and 
■everal oflicers. Casey and Officer 
Jones were instantly killed and another 
man was shot throogh the leg and a 
woman slightly wounded. One of the 
Christians then mounted the' dond 
oflicer'H horse, while the other coui- 
pellcd a citizen to get out of his buggy 
and drove lurionsly out into the coau- 
try, closely pursued by a posse of in- 
furiated citizens. 

Bloodhounds have been brought into 
rcqui.sitiou aud there is but little doubt 
but that they will be captured. Should 
they be canglit a double lynching will 
surely follow. Vic Casey wa.s 1!* years 
old. He killed Deputy -Mar.shal Sam 
Harris at Lukon, O. T., last summer. 
He would h»v« been releaaed on bond 
today.
